Approximately 200 women, pre-— 


dominately from the San Frane 
cisco bay area, marchedon MPC 
last week ina support rally for 
Inez Garcia. 

Prior to the march Ms. Gare 
cia was sentenced in Monterey 
County Superior Court. She 
received five years to life for 
the murder of Miquel Jimenes 
on March 19, 1974, in Soledad. 


Ms. Garcia contended that Ji- 
menez and Luis Castlloasaulted 


and raped her prior to the shoo- 


ting but because of lack of proof 


She was unable to use this as: 
‘part of her defense, 


Her supporters contend that 
Ms. Garcia was well within her 
rights to shoot and kill the man 


_who violated her body. District 


Attorney William Curtis stated 
that no proof of rape existed 


and that the shooting was a ré-. 


sult of an attempt to control 
the heroin traffic in Soledad. 
Ms. Garcia’s supporters say 


that she asked for a medical. 


examination while in custody at 
Soledad jail but this request was 
denied. 


The rally, which lasted approxi- 
mately one and a half hgurs, 
featured feminist speakers from 
the Inez Garcia Defense commit- 
tee which is nde osgerorebrg in 
Berkeley.

What happened to Inez Garcia 
could “happen to. any co-ed of 
MPC, Since September 25, 1974, 
there has been seven attempts 
of rape and two rapes within 
the area bordered by Lake El 
Estero and the Seaside city li-

According to Captain Charlie 
Housemen, of the Monterey Po- 
lice Department, the suspect in 
all cases has been described 
aS a hegro male, 5 foot 9 in- 
ches tall, 140 pounds and approxe 
imately 20 years of.age. The 
suspect is also described ashae 
ving a small gotee.

Last spring a headline appeared over an editorial published 
in the El Yanqui reading, ‘‘ AS Council’s food decision was fool-. 
is ate 
council’s moves to oust the food service that was then running 
the school cafeteria, Szabo. 


What happened then was considered a mistake by the author 


of that editorial. The way he explained it, a person didn’t need 
to have psychic powers to predict what would happen. The fol- 
lowing is a short exerpt from what was written May 31, 1974: 
_ “Szabo, the current service has spent a whole semester learning 
about the patterns of MPC. They had to ask for more price 
than normal because they went through one of the worst increases. 


in prices ever. They drew up next year’s contract taking increases 


into account, and saying that they would not have to raise prices 


during the first semester.’’ 

The author went on to say a few things about the old food ser- 
vice: : 

‘we know about Szabo, their food and their management. Most 
students concede the food is not bad for the price and that the 
service is good. So why should they lose the contract? 

“First the Council overreacted to a few isolated complaints 
about the cafeteria in general. Second they started a bias survey 
back in March and felt obligated, through Marty Omoto, to oust 
Szabo simply because they started the procedure. 

‘In the end it comes back to cooperation between the company 
and the school. Of course, PFM will be nice at first, but what 
about later? The Council seemed obsessed with changing the 
food service for no reason. So be it. Unfortunately, this decision 


was on the students.’’ 
Of course, El Yanqui recognize that the members who comprise 


this year’s council were not all on last year’s council. But we 


hope this year, when the complaints start floating hot and heavy, 
as they inevitably will, the council will have the wisdom to make 
an intelligent decision. We hope the council will decide to follow 
our advice from last year--try to work with what we’ve got.

Administrative personnel have 


come up with a plan that will: 


eliminate the ‘‘dead week”’ after 
Christmas recess. 
The reasoning behind the pro- 


_ posed plan is that manyinstruc- 


tors and students have felt the 
period between Christmas vaca- 
tion and finals week is wasted. 
If approved, the fall semester 
will begin Aug. 18th and will 
continue through Dec. 19. There 
will be a two week recess until 
Jan. 5. 
From Jan, 5 to the 30th, stue 
dents will be able to partici- 
pate in various workshops or, 
at their discretion, may use that 
month for an extended vacation. 
Spring classes will start Feb. 
2 and will run through June 1. 
To be put into effect, the plan 
must be approved by the Student 


Council, Faculty Council, Admi- 


nistrative Cabinet and the Go- 
verning College Board. 
Student Council has expressed 


-its approval but has yet to of- 


ficially approve the plan. The 
faculty council decided to put the 
vote to all instructors. This 
vote is to be held today at noon. 

A high level administrative of- 
ficial has stated that the ad- 
ministrative cabinet ‘‘will prob- 
ably approve the plan’’ and that 
the college board ‘‘usually fol- 
lows suit.” 

Proponents of the plan argue, 
along with the elimination of 
“dead week,’’ that the plan will 
allow time for experimenting 
with creative workshops; mide 
year graduates from high school 
can enter MPC along with con- 
tinuing students and transferring 
students can enter quarter Sys- 
tem schools much easier thanat 
the present time. — 

Other arguments include the 
need for students to get a jump 
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 onothers in the traditional sum - 


mer job hunt, and the summer 
Session will begin late enough 
to permit students from high 
Schools and quarter schools to 
attend. 

A new. state law permitting 
state funding of courses starting 
later in the semester has also 
strengthened the proponent’s po- 
sitions, 

Opposition has come for the 
most part from veterans who are 
afraid they would lose a month’s 
pay (January) if the plan went 
into effect. Council member 
Lewis Dubose has promised to 
look into the matter. | 

Another ‘problem’ with the plan 
is that many summer jobs ex- 
tend past the school starting date 
of Aug. 19. 

‘‘Whatever the outcome of the 
voting,’? members of both sides 


agree that, ‘‘there will be a 


schedule change at MPC in the 
next two years.” 


_ Justice Department clears 


former council president 


Marty Omoto, MPC’s former 
student body president, was ex- 
onerated of any wrong doing in 
a special meeting of the jus- 
tice department last week. 
Omoto had been charged with 


election code violations in re- . 


gards to advising poll workers 
and with other activities dealing 
with the election commission. 

The special meeting was called 
as the result of petitions by 
Barbara McClair, Geneva Banks 
and Jerryl Jones. The petitions 
asked, ‘‘Has Marty Omoto over- 
extended his powers as president 
and in so doing violated the 
following by-laws?’’ The speci- 
fic violations were listed. and 
then the petition went on to ask, 


“Does this violation represent 
an attempt to bias the elections 
and if so should Marty Omoto 
be barred from running for any 
ASMPC office?’’ 

Geneva Banks stated during the 
hearing that some people didn’t 


know they were on the election 


commission and these same peo- 
ple were not responsible for 
running the election as stated 
in the by-laws. 

Because Omoto oversaw the 
hiring of poll workers, the pe- 
titioners felt that manypoll wor- 
kers saw Omoto as their boss. 

Omoto stated that Teri Keir 
Provided the actual instruction 
of poll workers and that he only 
acted in an advisorial position. 


‘‘T was there to provide infor- 
mation that Teri didn’t know,” 
he said. 

Omoto went on to state he felt 
that had he not been a candidate 
in the election these points would 
not be at issue. | 

Jerryl Jones later removed his 
petition after a point of clarifi- 
cation in which he stated, ‘‘I 
just want to set a precedent so 
it can’t happen again,”’ 

Chief Justice Delores (Dee) 
Richo in delivering the decision 


for the justice department sta- 


ted, ‘The justice department 
feels that Marty Omoto did not 
exceed his position as president. 
But, a lot of things happened that 
shouldn’t have happened.”’

Emil Magallanes. Emil runs 
for the Cross Country team, 
and also stars in the spring, 
when the track squad is acti- 
vated.
